Global sidecar challenge to raise awareness of modern slavery

TWO childhood friends in Banbury 
are calling for help from the public 
in 2017 to fund a hair-brained ad¬ 
venture with humanity at its heart. 

Matt Bishop, 25, and Reece Gilkes, 24, 
plan to attempt the first global circum¬ 
navigation on the most inappropriate 
form of transport imaginable - a scoot¬ 
er with a sidecar. 

The madcap trip will raise vital 
awareness of modern slavery, which af¬ 
fects 45.8m people worldwide, as well as 
funds for the charities fighting to end it. 

Following a recent UK-wide tour, 
the pair are looking to raise an initial 
£10,000 for the initiative, called As Seen 
from the Sidecar. 

Mr Gilkes, who grew up in Hanwell 
Fields, said: “We felt there was a grow¬ 
ing disconnect between everyone from 
all different countries. 

“So we decided to embark on a mission 
that would tell the stories of those who 
you may not meet in day-to-day life.” 

Mr Bishop, of Sibford Ferris, said: 
“The idea was to cross as many borders 
as possible in as ridiculous a way as 
possible. 

“We picked a charity doing a project 
that transcends all borders. Not many 
people realise modern day slavery ex¬ 
ists to the extent that it does, or in their 
own country” 

The expedition is likely to launch in 
late 2017 and will take up to 18 months, 
travelling on a mixture of tarmac, mud, 
gravel, ice and sand, with temperatures 
potentially reaching highs of 50C and 
lows of -30C. 

Mr Bishop added: “The first challenge 
will be the weather changes. We are 
dealing with an 80-degree change and 
the scooter is basically a tin can. 

“The other obstacle is paperwork and 
visas, and getting the scooter into dif¬ 
ferent places. In China especially, it’s 
almost impossible to drive. 

“Because it’s going to be 18 months, 
we don’t know where we are going to be 
travelling. Geopolitical changes might 
mean we have to go through different 
routes.” 

Mr Gilkes added: “From what we’ve 
researched, it appears Nepal will be 
incredibly complex and the roads are 
extremely difficult.

“Ultimately, though, I’m excited about 
putting our theory to the test and meet¬ 
ing those people who will define if the 
goals of our trip are successful.” 

Along the way Mr Bishop and Mr 
Gilkes, who work in the travel and char¬ 
ity sectors, will meet representatives 
from charities and organisations work¬ 
ing to tackle modern slavery. 

Victims of slavery include those 
subject to forced labour, including 
children, those in domestic settings, 
people in forced marriages and traf¬ 
ficked workers. 

All funds raised by sponsorship of 
the trip will go to Walk Free, an um¬ 
brella organisation unifying the glob¬ 
al fight against modern slavery. 

In December, Mr Bishop and Mr 
Gilkes tested their mettle on a ‘ridicu¬ 
lous’ UK tour on 125cc motorbikes, 
from London to John O’Groats via 
Land’s End, raising awareness of the 
main event and and stopping off at 
their old secondary school, The War- 


riner School in Bloxham, on the way 
Mr Bishop said: “We did 2,200 miles, and 
gave some talks to spread the message 
about the big trip - that this is a serious 
thing that is actually happening.” 

The adventure will be recorded via a 
blog and a series of YouTube videos.

Nightclub attack 

A 20-YE AR-old woman lost her tooth after 
being assaulted in a nightclub.

She lost a tooth and sustained cuts 
to her mouth in the attack which 
required hospital treatment. 

Police said the attacker is a white 
woman, with blonde hair and an eyebrow 
piercing.

Two men hit the 38-year-old in the face 
at about 8.30pm near Queens Road, 
inflicting injuries that required hospital 
treatment. 

Police said one attacker was white, in 
his 20s and wearing a dark hoodie.

Demolition team is given 
the go-ahead to get site 
ready for development

A PUB in the heart of Ban¬ 
bury that has been empty 
for more than 12 months is 
finally set to be demolished. 

The Admiral Holland, which 
was built in 1960, closed its 
doors in December 2015 and gas 
was disconnected in July 2016 
to deter squatters and prevent a 
safety risk. 

Since then daily security pa¬ 
trols have been carried out after 
Thames Valley Police received 
reports of drug dealing at the 
site. 

But Cherwell District Council 
has now granted planning per¬ 
mission for its Build team to 
move on to the premises in prep¬ 
aration for a new development. 



It is likely to be converted into 
starter homes for local first-time 
buyers as part of a revitalisa¬ 
tion and expansion of the neigh¬ 
bouring Bretch Hill estate. 

Banbury town councillor 
Mark Cherry, who used the pub 
himself from the age of 18, said 
he knew residents were ‘disap¬ 
pointed’ by the pub’s fate. 

He said: “As a local council¬ 
lor I was powerless to stop what 
happened. It’s what’s happening 
to pubs across Oxfordshire and 
across the UK. 

“Unfortunately pubs that 


don’t serve food are few and far 
between now. We’ve just got to 
make the best of it and fight for 
the social and affordable hous¬ 
ing we need in Banbury” 

The pub is named after Vice 
Admiral Lancelot Ernest Hol¬ 
land, who was born in Middle- 
ton Cheney in 1887 and served 
in the Royal Navy for 38 years, 
dying on board the HMS Hood in 
1941 at the height of the Second 
World War. 

In October this year the sign 
that formerly hung outside the 
pub in Woodgreen Avenue was 
‘rescued’ by Mr Cherry in con¬ 
junction with a local firefighter. 

It was donated to the national 
HMS Hood Association to keep 
the pub’s memory alive. 

Mr Cherry added that if new 
homes were indeed built on the 
site the road could be renamed. 

He said: “I’ve mentioned it 
could be named Admiral Way’ 
because once the pub is demol¬ 
ished, anybody coming in won’t 
know there was a pub there.” 


Search for shopping centre attackers 


THUGS charged at a man in a 
shopping centre and shoved him 
into glass doors with such force 
that they shattered. 

A 21-year-old man was 
punched in the face by two 
men before they chased him 
through Castle Quay shopping 
centre in Banbury, and pushed 
him through glass panes at the 
other end. 

Thames Valley Police released 
CCTV images, pictured, of two 
men they would like to speak to 
in relation to the assault and 
criminal damage, which took 
place at about 4.45pm on 


November 2. The force said the 
identity of the men was currently 
unknown, suggesting the victim 
did not know his attackers. 

Investigating officer PC Craig 
Ridgley, based at Banbury 
Police Station, said: “This 
incident took place in a busy 
shopping area in town and the 
commotion of the breaking 
glass doors will certainly have 
attracted attention.” 

He said anyone who 
recognised the men may have 
vital information. Call police on 
101 or Crimestoppers on 0800 
555111.

Failure to recruit 
docs a ‘disgrace’

is not trying hard enough to 
get new staff at maternity unit

A HEALTH trust’s failure to re¬ 
cruit enough doctors for a down¬ 
graded maternity unit has been 
branded a disgrace by campaign¬ 
ers. 

Bosses have said the temporary down¬ 
grade of the Horton General Hospital’s 
maternity unit is likely to remain in 
place beyond March 5 because they are 
struggling to recruit enough doctors. 

But Keith Strangwood, chairman of 
the Keep the Horton General Campaign 
Group (KTHG), said Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust was 
not trying hard enough. 

The Banbury resident said: “If you 
had a shortage of doctors at the John 
Radcliffe, they would be found in a few 
days. It is double standards. 

“They have got no will to employ staff. 
They could approach an agency and 
in 14 days they could recruit enough 
staff.” 

The maternity unit was changed 
from doctor-led to midwife-led in Octo¬ 
ber after the trust said it did not have 
enough doctors. 

Despite 48 applicants coming forward 
for seven adverts throughout the year, 
the trust said 10 were offered a job and 
only one so far had taken up the posi¬ 


tion. Three doctors are already in post 
and another two are due to start next 
year but it is still not enough. 

A spokesman for the trust said: “The 
service was initially temporarily sus¬ 
pended with effect from October 3,2016, 
with the hope that if enough doctors 
were able to be appointed in the mean¬ 
time, that the service could reopen in 
January 

“This decision was reviewed at the 
end of October, and it was clear that 
there would only be three doctors in 
post in January out of the nine needed. 

“That situation was reviewed again 
this week and unfortunately, the cur¬ 
rent number of obstetric doctors re¬ 
mains at three and the maximum num¬ 
ber of doctors likely to be in post by 
March is five, which is not enough to 
reinstate the service at that point.” 

The trust maintains recruitment ef¬ 
forts are ‘ongoing’ and said there had 
been difficulties finding suitable ap¬ 
plicants due to a national shortage of 
suitably qualified doctors. 

It also said there were problems after 
job offers were made and applicants ei¬ 
ther took job offers elsewhere or failed 
to meet clinical standards or English 
language tests, with some candidates 
withdrawing from the process. 

North Oxfordshire MP Victoria 
Prentis said: “While I understand that 
some appointments have been made it 
is extremely disappointing there will 
not be sufficient doctors in post in 
time for the obstetric unit to reopen 
in March. I will continue to assist the 
trust to ensure normal service will re¬ 
sume.” 


Tax rise call to fund care slammed 


THE Labour leader on 
Cherwell District Council 
has slammed the 
suggestion of increases in 
council tax as a solution to 
funding issues in social 
care. 

Last week it was 
revealed that government 
ministers are considering 
allowing local authorities 
to raise council tax higher 
than the two per cent 
currently permitted. 

It comes as reports 
warned of an unfolding 
'crisis' in social care due to 
short-staffing, the closure 


of care homes and an 
estimated £2.6bn gap in 
funding as nationally 
spending has decreased 
by nine per cent in five 
years. 

Sean Woodcock, of the 
Banbury & Bicester Labour 
Party, said that to make 
council tax payers foot the 
bill was government 
'completely ducking its 
responsibilities'. 

He added: "Our social 
care system is in a 
complete mess. Councils 
have and are continuing to 
cut services as their 


funding from Whitehall is 
slashed. 

"This is then having a 
knock-on effect on our 
NHS where the axe is 
being taken to services 
there. 

"What is actually needed 
is a radical rethink of how 
our care system operates 
and a proper debate on 
how to plug the funding 
gap. This may mean a total 
overhaul of the care 
system nationally as well 
as a brutally frank 
discussion with the 
public." 
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Horse in tight squeeze is rescued from muddy ditch 


A FORMER racehorse, named 
Tight Squeeze, had to be rescued 
after falling into a muddy ditch 
and becoming stuck. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service was called on Saturday at 
10.20am to the incident near 
Wiggington Road, South 
Newington. 

The 18-year old horse had 
slipped into a ditch and become 
stranded some hours earlier. 


Fire crews from Banbury and 
Hook Norton stations and an 
animal rescue team from 
Kidlington station were called in 
and found the rae horse in a 
muddy, swamp-like ditch, 
suffering from extreme fatigue 
and cold. 

Rescue teams used slings and 
harnesses to secure Tight 
Squeeze before dragging her out 
of the ditch to safety 


In all, the operation involved 15 
firefighters. 

Station manager Brian Butler, 
who attended the incident, said: 
“Tight Squeeze is an extremely 
courageous old lady who will be 
celebrating 2017 like the rest of 
us. 

“The crews worked extremely 
hard and professionally to 
conclude what was a complex and 
dramatic rescue.”

AFTER spending more than a year 
with seals and penguins in the sub- 
Antarctic, an Oxfordshire scientist 
celebrated New Year with friends 
and family in his home village. 

Jamie Coleman, a higher predator 
biologist with the British Antarctic 
Survey, spent 14 months on the island 
of South Georgia in the South Atlantic, 
flying home to enjoy the festive season 
with his family in Islip - with salad, a 
pint of ale and football on TV. 

Sitting 860 miles south east of the 
Falkland Islands, South Georgia is 
home to millions of penguins, seals and 
seabirds. 

The 27-year-old, who studied marine 
biology at Newcastle University, and 
lived in Fewcott, near Bicester, before 
jetting off to the south Atlantic, said 
he was first inspired to go to the island 
when he watched Sir David Attenbor¬ 
ough on the BBC’s Frozen Planet. 

He said: “This year has been absolute¬ 
ly life-changing. I have ticked so many 



things off my bucket list whilst living 
in the true wilderness. 

“I have fallen in love with South Geor¬ 
gia and anyone that visits will immedi¬ 
ately see why 

“I returned home for Christmas and 
although I miss the seals and penguins, 
I have been extremely excited to see 
my friends and family, drink a pint of 
draught beer and watch Match Of The 
Day for the first time in 14 months. 

“One of the things I was most excited 
to come back for was salad and fruit. 
You get some potatoes there but, on the 
whole, no fresh produce.” 

He added: “It has been really nice 
to be back. It’s the first time I met my 
nephew William, born while I was away, 
and it was exciting to meet my niece 
Ella, who is now three.” 

He isn’t back for long, however. 



Later this month he flies back to the 
island to work as a tour guide for visi¬ 
tors to the island, with National Geo¬ 
graphic. 

He said: “I really enjoyed it and defi¬ 
nitely want to do more with the British 
Antarctic Survey too.” 

During his time on the island, Mr 
Coleman photographed the wildlife. He 
added: “Photography is a hobby that I 
have developed as a result of my love 
for wildlife. I spend so long working im¬ 
mersed in such amazing wildlife that it 
would be stupid not to take photos. 

“South Georgia boasts enormous den¬ 
sities of penguins, seals, seabirds and 
whales, so there were unique photo¬ 
graphic opportunities on a daily basis. 

“One thing you do miss when your are 
out there, though, is the sound of bird¬ 
song in the morning.”

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Fire crews hit 
times targets 

OXFORDSHIRE Fire Service beat all its targets 
for average response times over the course 
of the past 12 months, according to an 
annual report to go before the county council 
this week. 

In 2015/16, officers attended 5,997 
incidents in the county including fires, road 
traffic collisions, animal rescues and water 
rescues including 828 medical emergencies. 

The service aimed to arrive at 80 per cent of 
emergencies in 11 minutes or less, and 95 per 
cent of emergencies in 14 minutes or less. It 
met both targets at 88.6 per cent and 96.3 
per cent respectively. 

A foreword to the report, written by 
Rodney Rose, cabinet member for the fire 
and rescue service, and outgoing chief fire 
officer David Etheridge OBE, stated: "We are 
very proud of our achievements during the 
past year. 

"We want to thank all our staff who have 
contributed towards our achievements this 
year. We will continue to deliver a high- 
performing service to the people of 
Oxfordshire and are firmly committed to 
achieving excellence and further improving 
public and firefighter safety." 

The final spend for the entire service last 
year was £2.7m, meaning the cost of 
providing the fire and rescue service was 
£38.62 per year for each person in 
Oxfordshire and an average of £5,106 for 
each incident. 

However, the service missed its target for 
the length of time taken to answer 999 calls. 

It aimed to have an administrator pick up a 
call within 15 seconds in 100 per cent of 
cases, but only managed 81.74. 

The full report is to be discussed by 
Oxfordshire County Council's performance 
scrutiny committee today, from 10am in 
County Hall.

Transport experts’ help 
should boost progress 



Oxfordshire Local 
Enterprise Partnership's 
chairman Jeremy Long 
tells MATT OLIVER 
about its priorities 


A S OXFORDSHIRE 

faces up to its chronic 
transport problems, 
experts in the field are busy 
working to come up with a 
clear plan for the future to 
keep the county moving. 

There are currently plans for a 
new “expressway” road to 
Cambridge, upgrades to the A34 
and a new East West Rail line. 

All these are being driven by 
hopes of creating “Britain’s 
Silicon Valley” with Cambridge 
and Milton Keynes, but a report 
by the National Infrastructure 
Commission earlier this year 
warned it will all require strong 
regional leadership. 

One of those people hoping to 
guide the process is Jeremy 
Long, the chairman of the 
Oxfordshire Local Enterprise 
Partnership (OxLEP). 

Mr Long joined the quango - 
one of 39 set up across the UK to 
give businesses a greater say on 
local decision-making - in 
March. 

But the Exeter College 
graduate brings to the role 
significant knowledge as the 
current Europe chief executive 
of MTR Corporation, the 
company originally set up to 
build Hong Kong’s mass transit 
rail system and the future 
operator of Crossrail in London. 

He said: “I have been involved 
across a number of sectors 
throughout my career, but I have 
always been involved in 
businesses where perhaps the 
biggest thing that needed doing 
was improving the staff culture, 
to improve it from within-out. 



“You can’t always get customer 
service right but even when you 
don’t it is about how hard you 
work to put things right. 

“The LEP has quite a 
representation across sectors 
and it is that knowledge and 
interaction where we can add 
most value to local thinking, 
including coming up with a 
clear strategy” 

This is the aim of the strategic 
economic plan for Oxfordshire, 
he says, which was refreshed 
recently. 

The document is prone to 
jargon - such as dubbing 
Bicester, Oxford and Didcot the 
“knowledge spine” - and 
countryside campaigners have 
branded it an “aggressive 
growth strategy” for housing. 

But it is credited by many 
officials for at last putting on 
paper a coherent plan for the 
county Mr Long added: “It is 
about setting out everything we 
are trying to get to.” 

Since being created in 2011, the 
LEP has become the main body 
through which government 


money is awarded for 
infrastructure and business 
schemes. This included the 
“City Deal” for Oxford, which 
provided funding for schemes 
such as the Harwell link road 
now being built and the ongoing 
Access to Headington works. 

And Mr Long says there is 
much to be positive about when 
looking to the future, thanks to 
the Government’s renewed 
interest in the Oxford- 
Cambridge corridor. 

He is particularly enthusiastic 
about the work of the National 
Infrastructure Commission, led 
by former Oxford city councillor 
Lord Adonis, which called on 
Chancellor Philip Hammond to 
plough millions of pounds into 
new transport links and 
housing. 

The recommendations led to 
investment of £27m on work to 
design the new Oxford- 
Cambridge Expressway road 
and £110m for the East West Rail 
route between Bicester and 
Bedford. 

Mr Long hopes it could be just 
the beginning. “It was 
absolutely right to set the 
commission up because there is 
a need to plan long-term and it’s 
important that extends well 
beyond political terms. Since 
they were asked to look at the 
Oxford-Cambridge corridor, we 
have seen them in action and 
they have grasped the issues 
very well. 

“Housing and transport are 
inextricably linked and so you 
have to do the two together. You 
can’t talk about one without 
talking about the other.” 

He is also supportive of 
controversial calls to involve the 
private sector in the 
construction of the East West 
Rail route, an idea suggested by 
Transport Secretary Chris 
Grayling last month.

Call for all 
officers to 
get a Taser 


Fire crews stop garage blaze spreading to house 


HOMEOWNERS returned from 
an evening out to find their 
house on fire last Thursday. 

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service said it was called just 
before 10pm after vigilant 
neighbours saw the blaze in 
Hill Farm Lane, Duns Tew. 

The fire had started in a 
garage and was spreading 
towards the main house, but 
crews managed to contain it. 

Fire service spokesman 
David Bray said: "The swift 


actions of the first attending 
crews, wearing breathing 
apparatus and using high 
pressure hose lines, enabled 
them to contain the fire to the 
garage area. As a result of 
this, only moderate fire and 
smoke damage was sustained 
to the remaining property." 

Fire crews from Deddington, 
Banbury, Charlbury and 
Woodstock attended with the 
incident support unit from 
Eynsham. 


South Central Ambulance 
Service and police also 
attended. 

The cause of the fire has not 
yet been confirmed, but is 
thought to have been 
accidental. 

Mr Bray added: "An 
investigation is currently 
ongoing by specialist officers. 

"The property had hard¬ 
wired smoke detection 
throughout, which alerted the 
neighbours to the fire."

All frontline police 
should be offered stun 
gun - federation boss

TASERS should be rolled 
out to every frontline po¬ 
lice officer who wants to 
carry one, the Thames 
Valley Police Federation 
has said. 

Chairman Graham Smith 
called for the stun gun to be 
available to all officers across 
the region to allow officers to 
better protect the public. 

Mr Smith said the need for 
Tasers was because of the ‘re¬ 
ality’ that bobbies faced ‘more 
violence’ on the beat and said 
the force should ‘dig deep’ 
and issue the weapons. 

His comments came as the 
Police Federation of England 
and Wales released results of 
a public poll which showed 71 
per cent of the 2,004 members 
of the public backed officers 
carrying a Taser. 

Mr Smith said he did not 
think Thames Valley Police 
chiefs would issue Tasers to 
all officers in the ‘short-term’ 
because it was a ‘cost issue’, 
but said he thought it would 
be a gradual change over the 
next few years. 

He said: “We live in a very 
different world to the one 
where I started out as a police 
officer 30 years ago. 

“The reality is we face more 
violence. Police officers have 
to want to carry a Taser. 

“I just think it’s necessary 
to provide it for them to pro¬ 
vide protection to the public. 

“The public are not averse to 
police officers carrying fire¬ 
arms, it’s more politicians.” 

The handheld weapons, 
which are designed to tempo¬ 
rarily incapacitate suspects 
through the use of an electri¬ 
cal current, have been fired 
by police officers in Oxford 
more times than anywhere 
else in the Thames Valley 



over the past four years. 

Between 2012 and March 
this year, officers in Oxford 
fired the stun gun 24 times, 
topping Slough with 18 and 
Milton Keynes with 17. 

Oxford city also registered 
the highest rates for drawing 
and aiming, but not firing, 
Tasers in the force area over 
that period - with the weap¬ 
ons being deployed 146 times, 
above Slough (139) and Milton 
Keynes (134). 

The Ipsos MORI survey 
showed 80 per cent of people 
believed it would make no dif¬ 
ference to their decision to 
approach an officer for assis¬ 
tance even if that officer was 
carrying a Taser. 

Mr Smith said there needed 
to be a ‘grown-up conversa¬ 
tion’ with politicians and the 
public about whether the po¬ 
lice should carry firearms. 

He said that in the possibil¬ 
ity of a terrorist attack, it was 
likely the first police officer 
on the scene would be an un¬ 
armed reactive officer, who 
wouldn’t be able to ‘deter or 
engage’ with the offenders. 

Thames Valley Police did 
not say whether they planned 
to give all officers Tasers, but 
said their core response pa¬ 
trol officers already carried 
the stun gun. 

Spokesman Hannah Jones 
said officers only used Tasers 
when faced with a significant 
level of violence and said of¬ 
ficers needed to be qualified 
to use them.

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Robot eye op breakthrough 


Device used to operate on 
wide awake patient is hailed 
a resounding success

A VISION of the future of eye sur¬ 
gery was hailed in September as 
an associate priest from Oxford 
underwent the world’s first robotic 
eye operation. 

Now a consultants and Oxford Uni¬ 
versity scientists are celebrating the 
second milestone in the landmark clin¬ 
ical trial - using the same device on a 
patient who was awake. 

On the evening of December 23, in 
front of an assembled team of surgeons 
and backup engineers, ophthalmolo¬ 
gist Professor Robert MacLaren used a 
remotely-controlled robot developed by 
Dutch firm Preceyes to inject the blood¬ 
dissolving agent tPA under the retina 
of a female patient who had suffered a 
haemorrhage. 

It took about an hour to set up equip¬ 
ment but just 37 minutes to complete 
the operation, hailed as a resounding 
success. Prof MacLaren said: “It was 
the first time we have actually used it 
with a patient who was awake and just 
had a local anaesthetic. 

“It has a very precise movement and 
if someone is moving around it’s going 
to negate any benefit. But it follows the 
eye very well.” 

The robot, the only one of its kind, 
acts as a mechanical hand with seven 
computer-controlled motors, resulting 
in movements as precise as 1,000th of

a millimetre in scale. It can be used 
where unwanted tremors in the sur¬ 
geon’s hand - such as through their 
pulse - could pose a risk to the opera¬ 
tion. 

Prof MacLaren, a professor of oph¬ 
thalmology at Oxford University and 
consultant at the Oxford Eye Hospi¬ 
tal, said: “In eye surgery we are still 
dependent on the human hand. Every 
surgeon has a bad day. 

“Suddenly we have a device that can 
potentially do incredible things that 
human hands can’t. We use the system 
to stabilise everything.” 

It was first deployed in September to 
lift a membrane a 100th of a millimetre 
thick from patient’s retina, a procedure 
carried out five times more since then 
before the team moved to the second 
phase, operating under the retina. 

As well as a robotic arm the device 


has an iPad-like touchscreen and joy¬ 
stick, and a huge machine behind the 
operator with cooling fans and servers 
to control the motors. 

In an operating room, Prof MacLaren 
said, any electronics have to be care¬ 
fully regulated so the oxygen gas used 
during surgery does not create sparks. 

But he added that despite the technol¬ 
ogy being largely untested, patients 
were less hesitant to sign up for the 
trial than might be expected. 

He said: “Because people have heard 
about the developments in Oxford I’ve 
had letters from patients asking if they 
can have the operation, and they don’t 
even live locally. 

“We are doing a clinical trial. They 
are always a bit risky. But in my experi¬ 
ence so far this has been very success¬ 
ful and pretty safe. 

“It’s not like going into an operating 
theatre where C-3PO is sitting there 
and R2-D2 is running around with the 
pieces. The robot is making us more 
precise and giving us more power to 
operate in a controlled way If it’s mal¬ 
functioning, we can stop. Ultimately we 
are in control.” 

The trial is being funded by the NIHR 
Oxford Biomedical Research Centre, a 
collaboration between the University 
and Oxford University Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust to fund research 
often based within the city’s hospital 
sites. 

In the future the robot could be used 
to deliver gene therapy and stem cells 
to treat currently incurable diseases, 
and types of progressive blindness. 

Prof MacLaren said it was hard to be

Tributes to the man who 
rode 100-1 Foinavon to 
victory at Aintree course

JOHN Buckingham, who 
steered 100-1 shot Foinavon to a 
sensational victory in the 1967 
Grand National, has died at the 
age of 76. 

Foinavon was the only horse to 
escape the melee at the 23rd fence 
caused by a loose horse, Popham 
Down. 

Almost the entire field at Aintree 
was either brought down or badly 
hampered, but not Foinavon. 

By the time the horse and rider 
reached the obstacle, which now 
bears his name, there was a big 
enough gap for Mr Buckingham to 
steer his mount through. Seizing 
the opportunity of a lifetime, the 
jockey and Foinavon negotiated the 
remaining fences without mishap 
and kept on to win the world’s great¬ 
est steeplechase by 15 lengths. 

It was Mr Buckingham’s first ride 
in the race and neither owner Cyril 
Watkins nor trainer John Kempton 
were there to witness the unlikeliest 
of victories. 

John Buckingham was born on 


July 10, 1940, at Five Ways, Hatton, 
near Warwick to Nancy Bewley 
and Thomas Buckingham. He had 
a sister Ann, and two brothers, Tom 
and Ray. Ray is now 74 and still lives 
near Warwick. Mr Buckingham 
went to school in Rowington near 
Warwick and at Woodford Halse, 
Daventry, before beginning his ap¬ 
prenticeship aged 15 with Oxford¬ 


shire trainer Edward Courage. 

He got his first National Hunt ride 
aged 16 on Royal Oak at Stratford in 
1957 and two years later at South- 
well he rode his first winner on Sa- 
hagun and went on to name his fam¬ 
ily home after the horse. 

Mr Buckingham met office worker 
Ann Chater at a dance in 1964 and 
they married on September 10,1966, 


at St John’s Church, Leamington 
Spa, before moving to Chipping 
Warden near Banbury where they 
remained until his death. The cou¬ 
ple’s eldest daughter, Laura, now 46, 
was born on October 21,1970, while 
their youngest daughter Lucy, now 
39, was born on December 12,1977. 

Mr Buckingham retired in 1971 as 
a jockey and became a jockey’s va¬ 
let. He built up the business with his 
brother Tom over 30 years and sold 
it to fellow ex-jockey Chris Maude 
following Tom’s death in 2001. 

During his retirement Mr Buck¬ 
ingham also enjoyed playing golf 
and bowls. 

Mr Maude recalled a story Mr 
Buckingham told him about the 
first time a fledgling Tony McCoy 
needed a valet’s services in Eng¬ 
land. He said: “When AP had his 
first ride in England, he didn’t have 
any gear. John leant him a pair of 
boots and said: ‘You’ll have to go 
some to fill these, young man’ - they 
were Peter Scudamore’s - the rest, 
as they say, is history” 

Mr Buckingham died from pneu¬ 
monia after suffering a lung condi¬ 
tion. Following a family funeral at 
Banbury Crematorium, a celebra¬ 
tion of Mr Buckingham’s life will be 
held at St Peter and St Paul Church, 
Chipping Warden, tomorrow at 
12.30pm. Mr Buckingham leaves 
wife Ann, daughters Laura and 
Lucy and four grandchildren.

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Game spin-off is mystifying 


ASSASSIN'S CREED (12A, 115 

mins) Action/Adventure/ 
Fantasy. Michael Fassbender, 
Marion Cotillard, Jeremy Irons, 
Charlotte Rampling. Director: 
Justin Kurzel 

BASED on a video game series, 
Assassin’s Creed is a dour time¬ 
travelling fantasy that swiftly 
somersaults into absurdity and 
incomprehension. 

We share the bewilderment of 
the lead character when he 
mumbles: “What the hell is 
going on?” 

If the three screenwriters have 
the answer, they don’t let on for 
almost two hours of special 
effects-laden hack and slash, 
that ebbs and flows between 
present day Madrid and 1492 
Andalucia. 

Director Justin Kurzel, who 
recently helmed attractive leads 
Michael Fassbender and Marion 
Cotillard in his tour-de-force 
re-imaging of Macbeth, is 
powerless to make sense of the 
digitally augmented muddle. 

Battle sequences and 
protracted chases on foot, 
including daredevil leaps 
captured in slow motion, are 
stylishly staged to the relentless 
drum beat of composer Jed 
Kurzel’s score. 

For fans of interactive media, 
it’s as grim and bloody as the 
12A certificate will allow. 

Unfortunately, like so many 
adaptations of video games, the 
film lacks the vicarious thrill of 
physically controlling a 
character and assuming 
personal responsibility for their 
fate. 

Voyeurism has rarely been so 
tiresome. 

A few hours after he is 
executed by lethal injection, 
Callum Lynch (Fassbender) 
wakes in a facility owned by 
biotechnology company 
Abstergo Industries, a front for 
the power-hungry Templar 
Order under the control of 
president Ellen Kaye (Charlotte 
Rampling). 

The convicted criminal learns 
he is the last in a long bloodline 


of valiant protectors - the 
Assassins - who have been at 
war with the Templars. 

The company’s Machiavellian 
CEO, Alan Rikkin (Jeremy 
Irons), is searching for an 
ancient artefact called the Apple 
of Eden, which was hidden by 
Callum’s 15th-century Spanish 
relative, Aguilar de Nerha. 

Using a device called the 
Animus, Rikkin and his 
scientist daughter Sofia 
(Cotillard) access genetic 
memories concealed in Callum’s 
DNA to locate the missing 
artefact. 

“What you’re about to see, 
hear and feel are the memories 
of your ancestor who’s been 
dead for 500 years,” whispers 
Sofia. 

Vivid snapshots of the past 
flash before Callum’s eyes and 
he relives each punch and stab 
as if he were Aguilar, fighting 
alongside fellow Assassin Maria 
(Ariane Labed). 

Ricocheting back and forth in 
time, Callum realises he holds 
the power to his blood-spattered 
destiny 

Assassin’s Creed employs 
earthy and metallic colour 
palettes to create an immediate 
visual distinction between the 
two timeframes. 

Fassbender, credited as one of 
the film’s producers, and 
Cotillard could deliver their 
lines in their sleep while Irons 
isn’t even afforded an 
opportunity to chew scenery 

The plot makes little sense and 
there’s no effort on the part of 
the script to tether the historical 
mumbo jumbo to a reality that 
non-game players can 
understand. 

Kurzel delivers the required 
big budget spectacle and neatly 
sets up further instalments, but 
if this opening salvo is a signal 
of intent, it’s game over already 
for Callum and his kin.

HOMEGOING is the impressive 
debut novel from 26-year-old 
Ghanian author Yaa Gyasi. It is 
written with such maturity and 
beauty, that it is hard to believe 
it is Gyasi's first published work. 
Looking back to her ancestry to 
inform the story. Homegoing 
follows the Asante and Fante 
tribes from the 18th century to the 
present day. Effia and Esi are half- 
sisters, born in separate villages, 
bound to lead extremely different 
lives. Effia will be married off to a 
white English slave trader, while 
Esi is sold into slavery and shipped 
to America. The story spans 
hundreds of years, as we follow the 
descendants of these two women, 
which can leave the reader feeling 
disconnected from each character 
at points as Gyasi moves chapter 
by chapter on to the next one. 


Nevertheless, it is no mean feat to 
span three centuries in one novel 
and tie up each character's stories 
so neatly by the close of the novel. 
This is an epic saga, but one that 
will leave you with a heavy heart. 
Montpelier Parade by Karl Geary 
is published in hardback by 
Harvill Seeker, priced £12.99 
(ebook £7.99) 

IRISH actor Karl Geary's debut 
novel is a bittersweet love story 
between Sonny, schoolboy and 
butchers shop assistant, and 
the enigmatic Vera, a much 
older woman who resides in the 
eponymous Montpelier Parade. 

Set in Dublin in an unspecified era, 
Geary's depiction of his home-town 
is so visceral you can almost feel 
the dreich air seeping into your 
bones as you read. Geary's acute 
observations perfectly capture the 
essence of boyhood bewilderment 
and bravado. This is an unusually 
vivid novel that presents life how 
it is, rather than how Hollywood 


scriptwriters might like it to be. 
Swallowing Mercury by Wioletta 
Greg is published in hardback 
by Portobello Books, priced 
£12.99 

THIS novella, set in Poland in the 
1980s, follows Wiola as she moves 
from childhood to adulthood. The 
country is still under communist 
rule and folklore, religion and 
superstition still play a big part 
in people's lives. She is part of a 
close-knit agricultural community 
where her father has a sideline in 
taxidermy and her mother struggles 
to make ends meet. Wioletta Greg 
paints an evocative, yet dream-like 
picture of a Poland that is at once 
familiar, but distant. It's a story of 
contradictions and contrasts - the 
Solidarity movement is threatening 
to overthrow the government; 
Wiola is desperate to be treated 
as an adult, but is still very much 
a child. Swallowing Mercury is 
both magical and sinister, and, like 
Wiola, completely captivating.
